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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Pre-Amendment 

The pre-amendment filed on 8/25/03 has been received and 
acknowledged to be found persuasive in view of the prior art of record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7-12 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art of record does not describe or suggest inter alia the invention of a 
process of manufacturing a clip-type LED comprising the steps of 
accommodating a LED element in a tubular vessel; closely adhering the vessel 
to an adhesive tape to seal an upper opening of the vessel with the tape, then 
adding dropwise a light-transmissive resin through a lower opening of the 
vessel; and peeling off the adhesive tape from the vessel as claimed, or 
inserting a first and second lead frame (prior to LED step) as claimed in claims 
8 and 9, or forming a first wiring trace and a second wiring trace on a rear 
surface of an insulating substrate having a bore penetrating from a front 
surface to the rear surface so that the first and second wiring traces are 
partially extend into a rear opening of the bore, as claimed in claim 10 (prior to 
LED step). The claims, therefore define over the prior art. Any comments
